1969,The Family Law Act was 
adopted as part of the Civil 
Code. division. This makes 
major changes in the substan- 
tive law and procedure govern- 
ing what has been termed “an- 
nulment” and “divorce.” Govy- 
ernor Brown, in May, 1966, in 
response to general dissatisfac- 
tion with the social and legal 
procedures affecting divorce in 
California, created the Gover- 
nor’s Commission on the Fam- 
ily. This body was instructed 
to: 

l. study the — substantive 
law and suggest needed re- 
visions; 

2. inquire into the feasi- 
bility of developing and of- 
fering public school courses on 
family life; 

3. examine the possibility 
of establishing Family Courts 
and make suitable recommen- 
dations as to procedure; and 

4. consider the develop- 
ment. of uniform jurisdictional 
standards for marriage and di- 
vorce on a nationwide basis. 


Effective Date and 
Retroactivity 


The act is partly retroactive 
and partly prospective. The 
Legislative Committee Report 
gives this explanation of its 
approach: 

“In one of its initial forms 
as it progressed through the 
Legislature, the Family Law 
Act would have applied only 
to actions initially filed after 
January 1, 1970. The reason 
for prospective application was 
to prevent confusion with re- 
spect to actions previously 
filed and was not finally ad- 
judged or to proceedings for 
the modification of prior orders. 
However, upon consideration 
in the conference committee it 
was decided that if the act is 
to be an improvement in the 
law, then it should apply to all 
proceedings taken after its ef- 
fective date, regardless of the 
time of filing.” 
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EXCESSIVE GRADUATES-- 
TEACHER SURPLUS COMING 


Recently a legislative com- 
mittee released a study which 
concludes that plans developed 
during the 1960’s for expansion 
of graduate work at the Uni- 
versity of California and Cali- 
fornia State University and 
Colleges would produce and 
oversupply of graduate-trained 
manpower. 

The study, authored by 
Lewis B. Mayhew, of Stanford 
University, discusses the ap- 
propriate mix of graduate and 
undergraduate students at a 
college or university; the im- 
plications of establishing cam- 
puses as exclusively graduate 
and professional or as under- 
graduate institutions; the need 
for external review of specific 
graduation programs; the rele- 
vanee of graduate degrees, and 
proposals. for a_ three-year 
Bachelor’s degree. 

Mayhew noted that the sur- 
plus of Ph.D’s in most fields 
and the surplus of trained 
teachers which began to appear 
in 1970 are persuasive evidence 
of a possible oversupply. 

He believes there are ad- 
vantages in having some insti- 
tutions exclusively undergrad- 
uate. “The notable educa- 
tional success of the stronger 
liberal arts colleges in pro- 

ducing large numbers of lead- 
ers, scholars, and scientists is 
persuasive of the values of a

Cal-Vet Benefits 
War-end No Help to Ca. Economy 


The war in Vietnam has finally ended. A peace 
settlement has been reached, our prisoners of war are 
returning home. Here in California we have a fortunate 
situation for our returning prisoners of war. The econo- 
my is prosperous and strong and the legislature has 
passed special benefits into law for these men. 

Legislative analyst, A. Alan Post, testifying on 
February 14th before the Assembly’s Ways and Means 
committee, stated that “ . . . the economic adjustments 
associated with ending the Vietnam war have already

In short, the 
job market is opening again, and our P.O.W.’s should 
not be faced with economic dislocation. 

During the 1972 session the Legislature passed and. 
the Governor signed into law a measure which allows 
dependents of California prisoners of war to attend pub- 
lic institutions of higher education tuition free. 

This session, a measure is pending which would al- 
low for the exclusion from income taxation that “com- 
pensation received by a member of the armed forces for 
that period during which such member was a prisoner of 
war as a result of the Vietnam conflict.” Another bill 
that will be considered this session would extend this 
tax exemption to compensatory payments received by 
the dependents of men killed in Vietnam military duty. 
_ One other promising prospect for returning P.O.W.’s 
is the recently enacted $1750 homeowners exemption. 
This new law provides $1000 more relief than last year 
and $758 more relief than is attainable through the 
veteran’s exemption, which will remain at $1000. 

All in all, the road to economic readjustment for 
P.O.W.’s returning to California should provide a 
smooth trip. A piece of our current prosperity is cer- 
tainly deserved by each and every man. _ D.&.

Objectivity is shown by your 
t-crossing. Before continuing 
any further, write a few lines 
with words containing the let- 
ter “t.” Now count them and 
see how many of your t-cross- 
ings are in the lower half, 
right in the middle and_ the 
upper half fof the t-stem. 

If you have most of your t 
crossing in the lower portion, 
your objectives are low. When 
the crossing is below the 
height of the small letters you 
are really low in your objec 
tive to the point of undervsti- 
mating — yourself. 

If your t-crossing is. right in 
the middle, then you are prac- 
tical, 

Now as. the t-crossing goes 
above the mid-point of the 
stem, your objectives start to 
climb from high to visionary, 
depending on where it is lo- 
cated. When the t-crossing 
is over the stem, that individual 
is a dreamer, 

When your t-crossing falls 
in all four places proportionate- 
ly, then you may be con- 
fused with your objectives, or 
it could mean that you are 
changing your objectives from 
one extreme to the other. I 
hope you are not changing 
from high objectives to low ob- 
iectives.
